The speech of Gen. Cass, in the Senate, on 
the resolution of inquiry into the expediency 
our diplomatic intercourse with Austria, waa 
an able, fearless, statesmanlike production, 
which was listened to with profound atieniion 
by a full Senate and crowded galleries, and 
wiH be read with absorbing interest through- 
out the country. 
Mr. Cass explained the 
causes which led to the Hungarian revolution, 
and the reasons which induced that heroic 
raceof liberty-Ijving men to take up arms 
against Austria 


" Thou little »aliant, great la »ill any," 
and wage war even against the most powerful 
despotism in the world. 
He gave an able and 
lucid rémmé of the whole civil, diplomatic 
and military course of the rotten power of 
Austria, now sunk into a mere province and 
antechamber of Russia; and alluded in his 
speech veiy happily to the early sympathies 
of Henry Clay for the cause of the '• Achai- 
ans," New Hampshire. 
Mr. Cass's remarks 
will be in tte mouth of every patriot, and 
continue a living monument of the sympathy 
of a generous nation with the victims of an 
accursed and aimless despotism, even if the 
the Senate should record its diff'erence from 
Mr. Cass's views. 


The despotisnii of Austria is far more re- 
volting than that of Russia ; it is a sort of sec- 
ond-hand despotism nut fitted to her back, and 
the more degrading to her indignant people. 
Austria is now a mere propagandist of the 
Russian cane ard knout, and it is against this 
species of diabolical propagandism that Gen. 
Cass invoked the aid of the American Con- 
gress, as an act of self-respect, due to ourselves, 
and the nation who selected us for their model. 
There is a solidity of interest among the peo- 
ple of all countries against the associated de» 
{Mitism of princes, and Gen. Cass struck that 
chord most forcibly, both as an orator and 
statesman.

and Enquirer. 


Gen. t''oote told the whola story of the bar- 
gain between the editor and Senator from N. 
York in an exceedingly pleasant \v'ay ; during 
which Ex-Governor Seward, to keep cool, 
pressed the ivory folder, which he held in his 
hand, repeatedly to his parching lips, whilst 
the Vice President, Mr- Fillmore, notwith- 
standing his laudable efforts to preserve the 
giavity of his station, was moving the tongue 
of his mouth very much as if he were embar 
rassed by a quid of tobacco.
